THE AGE OF RAPID TRANSIT.

M. Levasseur Describes a Wonder That Marks
the Nineteenth Century,

At the French Institute in Paris, M. Levas-
seur in the course of a public lecture sald re-
cently 1hit godfathers were certainly  not
wanting i the case of the present century
Fach of them has given it a vame which cor-
responds with his own ideo of its manifold
achievernents. It i« called the age of fron,
the age of steam and machinery, the age of
democracy, the age of public mstruction and
the age of science.  As a matter of fact it has
n fust right to all these titjes. There is one,
however, which ~hould not be overlooked,

| and that is the age of rapid transit

A hundred years ago when a voung man on
finishing his apprenticeship, made the tour
of France, working in one town after another,
his trip lasted three or four vears Now it
requires only a few days« to go around the world,
To-day a locomotive can be run at the rateof
140 kilometres an hour, and it consumes not
less than 82 kilograms of fuel in & mnute

Now what {8 the number of loccmotives run-
ning on the railroads of the world to-day?
More than 120,000, Of this number France
possesses 12,000 covering distances each doy
which ageregate a million kilemetres, or
twenty «flve t mes the circomicrence of the
world. The nvm'er of people transported
annually in the 25207 conches of the different
French companies s more than 520,000 000,
and they pay about $10.500,000 francs. There
are 252,680 freight cars. The employees of

240,706, What wouid be said of these figures
by the phiosophers who, &t the tme of the
funueuration of the line frem Pars to Saint
Germain, wibwessed the start o the tron

In 180 the railroads of the entire world had
a total leneth of 671170 kilometres, or meore
than sixteen times the clrovmlerence of the
earth at the ecnator, and 8,000 kilometres
more than the distance from the earth to tha
moon.
